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THE NEW CONSTITUTION OF PRUSSIA, 

Tue Government of Louis XIV. was happily described as a des- 
potism, tempered by epigrams. Henry Brougham, if we recollect 
right, declared, during the celebrated “steel lozenge” period of 
the Wellington Administration, that the people of England were 
no more afraid of epigrams than they were of cannon balls. But 
the epigrammatic agency, useful in France, powerless in England, 
has, it appears, wrought wonders in Prussia. The Prussians 
have, certainly, to thank the wits of Paris and London for the 
Constitution with which the king has suddenly favoured them. 

Prussia has, ‘at last, obtained a Constitution, the character of 
which has been defined by a royal letter. It is to come into 
immediate working. In itself this Constitution, examined by the 
side of that of England or of France, does not present any very 
striking feature. And this is the obvious and original way in 
which a Frenchman, or an Englishman, would regard it. But 
this first judgment gives way, when a juster and more philoso- 
phical test is applied. The king may say, with the ancient law- 
giver, “ I have given the.people, not the best institutions, but the 
institutions best for them.” rad 

The royal letter patent, which is dated on the third of the pre- 
sent month, may be considered as an initiatory step towards the 
constructing a real representation. There are, as many of our 
readers may ‘be aware, eight provinces under Prussian sway. 
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Each of these possesses a provincial Diet, with its own special 
organisation. But these Diets are the sticks, not the bundle of 
sticks. They have had no coherence, and no united power what- 
ever. They have not been allowed to unite for any purpose, and 
Consequently Prussia has no voice among nations, except through 
her Executive. 

The new Constitution is the string which binds the sticks toge- 
ther. Henceforth the united Diets are to have legislative powers. 
These are, however, very limited ; but they are to be exercised in 
reference to an important subject — taxation. The Prussian 
nation is to have something like a control over its financial affairs. 
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This is a recognition of popular right, which may hereafter pro- 
duce important results. ; 

It is said, however, that all, the united satire of Europe would 
not have drawn this Constitution out of the royal bureau, but for 
pecuniary reasons. It is alleged that Prussia is about to contract 
certain loans to a large amount: in order to facilitate the obtain- 
ing these loans, the Constitution has been granted, so that the 
lenders may have a sort of national guarantee for their advances. 
It may be so, “ three-and-sixpence,” as Theodore Hook said, “ is 
at the bottom of most things ;” but it appears of little consequence. 
The popular right has been recognised, and there is no revoking 
such an acknowledgment. It is hardly worth while to impute 
motives, where the practical result is obviously good. 

Let us rather consider what will be the effect of the measure 
upon Prussia as a member of the European family. Internally, 
we should be disposed to think that it can produce her nothing 
but good. It is not as if emancipation had suddenly been con- 
ferred upon an ignorant or a turbulent people; or as if power, long 
withheld, had hastily been bestowed upon those whose gratitude 
for the boon would bear no proportion to their anger at its delay. 
The Prussians — thanks to their admirable educational system — 
may be emphatically described as a well-taught nation, who have 
learned to fear God and honour the king, and therefore will not 
go far wrong upon questions of religion or loyalty. We would 
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reasons,we have no room tò apprehend that Prussia will be inclined 
to work unworthily with her newly-obtained power. 

Externally, this step towards rational liberty seems to promisé 
even more advantageous results. Its first effect is, in a great 
measure, to detach Prussia from the communion of her despotic 
allies — Russia and Austria. It is impossible that even so limited 
a freedom as that accorded to the Prussians can be very tasteful 
either to the Emperor or to the Czar. The mere name of Con- 
stitution is hateful at the courts of both, and those who have had 
occasion to witness or suffer the interference of certain censor- 
ships, can bear testimony to the repugnance with which the idea 
is contemplated. The actual concession of such an institution 
must inevitably tend to suspicion and hostility on the part of both 
Austria and Russia towards their neighbours, and must add to it a 
not unreasonable desire to prevent, as much as possible, commu- 
nication between their respective subjects. Example is con- 
tagious, especially the example of freedom. 

But nations, like men, are gregarious ; and Prussia, excluded 
from one society, must necessarily seek another. She must endea- 
vour to form liaisons and intimacies with those whose principles 
and habits assimilate with her own. And although England and 
France are too far advanced in the study of liberty to be at all 
upon an equality with so young a beginner as herself, there is no 
doubt that it is to them she will look for counsel and co-operation,

At this moment, too, when Austria is labouring with all the 
energy of her bigotted will to injure, and thwart the benevolent 
and philanthropic projects of the Pope, it is pleasant to see consti- 
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tuti nal principles finding a home on her other border... Europe 
owes it to herself that Pius 1X. be allowed and encouraged .to 
persevere in his efforts for the moral regeneration of Italy, and 
unless direct and specific interference in his favour could be 
offered, we do not know how he could be better helped than by 
calling a free nation into existence in the rear of his chief enemy. 
We need not, surely, say that, with the errors in doctrine and 
vices in practice incident to Romanism, we have not the remotest 
sympathy ; but we regard the Pope as a well-meaning Sovereign, 
exerting himself to extricate his people from innumerable diffi- 
culties and frightful demoralisition. We are therefore gratified 
by any step on the part of an European nat'on which can aid him 
in so desirable an endeavour. It will be a curious and novel inci- 
dent in history, should Italy have to thank Prussia for a 
reformation.

sord BEAUMONT said, that ne rose to put the question to the Noble Marquis, 

of which he had given notice the last time the House met. The qurstion he 
wished to a:k, was respecting the treatment of the prisoners taken by the 
Queen’s troops in Portugal after the late battle of Torres Vedras. In order to pre- 
serve their neutrality, he considered the British Government should exert their 
influence, before those officers perished, to invuce the Portuguese Government 
to revoke the decree exiling them, and to place them in the same position they 
ought to have been after they hid surrendered, namely, as prisoners of war.— 
Th Marquis of LAaNspowne said the question was one of consideranie import- 
ance, and one which he was most desirous, aid he trusted ab'e, to give him and 
the House a satisfactory answer. A body of persons were taken with arms in 
their hands, and made prisoners, on the understanding that they would be treated 
as prisoners of war. A great number of this party consisted, he understood, of 
principal offi ers, and numbering about 40, were pla ed abo rd a small wig in 
the bay of Lisbon, for the purpos- of being tra’ sported to Africa, but many of 
them were too unwell or tuo sick to undergo the vovage, and a representation 
was made to that effect by the captain and the surgeon to the Governnent. 
Fron the moment the conduct of these persons was made known in Lisbon, 
great interest was excited, and her Majesty’s Charge d’ Affaires, Sir G. Seymour, 
who arrived immediately after the resignation of Lord Howard, as well as the 
representa.ives of the F ench'and of tne Beigians, who acted separately, made 
similar representations, and he (the Marquis of Lansdowne) hoped that these 
representations would not be without avail, and tnat they would be sent toa 
more unexcrptionable place than Africa. He was ina condition to state that 
that was the case ; but he entertained a confident belief that the destination of 
the ships had been altered, and that their prisoners would be sent toa place less 
fatal to their health, and more consonant with their position.— The Earl of 
ANERDEEN expressed an opinion unfavourable to the present course of her 
Mejesty’s Gov rnment as rega'ded the subject. He objected to any official in- 
tererence.— The Earl of ELLENBOROUGH could not help observing that, in all the 
new constitutional governments, the violation of personal liberty went far be- 
yond that ever perpetrated by the most despotic sovereigns.

Majesty's service, for a considerable reduction to be made in the 
supply of corn to the troop horses, Heretofore the regulation was 
fur each horse to have 10 Ibs. of oats per day, geveraily averaging, 
from the excelent quality of the corn contracied to be supplied for 
cavalry horses, about two gallons. According to the new regulation 
vrdered to be carried inio effect by the commander in-chief, the 
quantity is to be reduced from 101bs, to 71b*. per day, making a

It was now entering on the twelfth year of 
Its existence, and the irr portance of is objects might be estimat d 
from the fact that 15,000 female servants were estim ed to be out of 
place at the same tine in London, At the conclusion of the nobie 
lord's address, the Rev. Mr. Simpson read a report of what the so- 
ciety had already effvcted It stated, that at the two “ homes” of 
the society 442 female servants out of place had been teceived in 


| the course of the past vear; that 2447 female servants bad been re- 


istered, and 1037 applications had been made to them for servants. 
l'he total number of such applications since the institu ion of the 
society amounted to 2584; the totai number of registrations 10 7233; 
and the number of cases in which shelier and relief have been 
afforded to 2423. A series of resolutions were then adopted by the 
meeting calculated to advance the interes's of the institution, the 
fivancesof which are, we are sorry to say, in an embarrassed condi- 
tion, In consequence probably of the unfavouravle state of the 
weather, the meeting was thinly att. nded.

Nicutty Sueuren ror tHe Houseress Poor.—On Tuesday the 
committee of the above association made a further report of the num- 
ber of individuals of both sexes who, during the inclemency of the 
weather, have sought shelter since the opening of their establishments 
on the 1ith December. In the Central Asylum, Playhouse Yard, 
St. Luke's, 5067 were received; in the Eastern Asylum, Glasshouse 
Street, East Smithfield, 3820; and in the Western Asylum, Ogle 
Street, Marylebone, 4455; altogether amounting to 13,312 indivi- 
duals, amoougst whom have been cistributed 145 707 rations. ‘The 
average number received nightly is 12C0. 

Tue Corporation C.nxriicr —At a late hour on Wednesday a 
Court of Common Council assembled, according to the summons 
issued by the loid mayor, for the special purpose of electing the 
officers. © The conflict recommenced on the occasion with increased 
violence, and the discussion lasted nearly four hours, amidst great 
confusion. In fact, the proceedings of the last court were harmony 
itself in comparison. The officers were, as may well be supposed, 
not elected. $ 

Sr. Paxcras. — On Wednesday a numerous and influential meet- 
ing of the inhabitants of St. Pancras took place at the vestry rooms, 
in Gordon Square, for the purpose of taking measures for the 
foundation of a literary and scientific insti ution for the ins’ruction 
and amusement of all classes in that populous district. It having 
been stated that the vestry most cordisily entered into the project, 
and that indeed the objict met with the appr bation of the 
parishioners generally, a committee was appointed to prepare a plin 
for the purchase of the present vestry-rooms by public subscription 
or otherwise, and to present the same at a future meeting. 

Tue Arwy.—Preparations are being made at the Royal Military 
Asylum and Schoo! at Chelsea, preparatory to the introduction of the 
Norma sc»ool system, which is stated to be the first of a series of 
government measures intended for bettering the condition of the 
British soldier. It wil: be recollected that the chaplain-general to 
the forces visited several of the continental states a short time since, 
for the purpose of making himself acquainted with the methods of 
mi itary education carried out in the principal European armies. ‘The 
interior of the institution is undergoing a thorough alteration, and in 
consequence schooling operations have been suspended. ‘The 
teachers, under the new system, whose capabisities were tested a 
short time since by a rigid examination, will, it is understvod, com- 
mence their duties in about a fortvight, ae

the proceedings ia a pithy address, which concluded by prophesying 
the highest and most beneficial results from the institution, both in 
our own and in times to come. Addresses were then delivered by 
Dr. Bowring, and several other gentlemen ; the entertainment being 
further supported by distinguished vocalists, A new song writen 
and composed for the occasion was warmly applauded.

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THE COUNTRY. 

Tuxsrince. —On Monday evening a frizhtful occurrence took 
place on the South-Eastern line, by which an old man, upwards 
of 90 years of age, met with a horrible death. The engine driver of 
the passenger train, which leaves Dover for London at a quarter past 
3 o'clock, after passing Penshurst station, saw a man whom he sup- 
posed to bea plate-layer walking between the two lines of rai s inthe 
direction of Edenbridge. He was then more than a mile in advance, 
and as the train approached the driver sounded the steam whistle to 
apprise him of the train nearing him. He apparently, ho sever, took 
no notice of it, and continued walking between the lines until the 
engine had reached him within 40 yards, when to the amazement of 
these in charge of the train he stepped on to the line on which it was 
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travelling. The driver instantly shut off the steam, and the fireman 
applied the break, the whistle goiny ail the time, but it was impos- 
sib e to save the man’s life, for in a faw seconds he was struck down 
and the entire train passed ov r him. On it being stopped tne 
guards found the poor old man to be dreadfully mutila ed, and quie 
dead. In the course of the night the body was identified to be that 
of John Seal. residing in the village of Four Elms, in the parish of 
Blaxted, a few miles trom Edenbridge. He was not employed on 
the line. 

Livexroor. — The mercantile community of Liverpool has been 
deprived of an important member, by the death of Mr, Stephen Gair, 
the resident partner of Messrs Baring brothers and Co., Liverpool 
branch. This gentleman has been rapidly carried off by a violent 
at'ack of typhus fever, and his loss has excited much sympathy. His 
private character was most estimable, but being of a quiet and re- 
tired disposition, he took no part in any public movemen s here, and 
did not fiil that prominent position whch his rank in the mercantile 
world entitled him to. 

Newcastie-uron- Tyne — On Sunday evening, the 14th inst., a 
young gentleman named Robson, son of Mr. Robson, draper, Dean 
Street. Newcastle-upon- Tyne, arrived at the Howden station just as 
the train for Newcastle was leaving, and in making an attemp: to 
enter it fell or sli st, and several of the cariages passed over him. 
He was taken to Newcastle, but ex ired betore arriving there. 

On Saturday night, the 13th inst., an outrage and attempt at mur- 
der, happ:ly of exceeding ‘arity in this country, was committed on 
the person of a man named I'homas, in the employ of Messrs. 
Davis, ironmasters. It appears that as Thomas was returning from 
Ulverstone to Dalton, about a mile and a half from the latter place, 
a bulet was fired from the road side at him, which passed through 
his hat, about an inch and a half trom the crown, fortuna ely with- 
out doing him any injury. He could distinctly make out two per- 
sons at the road side, one of whom fired the bullet from a pistol, 
and imm: diately rushed out uson him; but he met the ruffian with 
a blow from a stout stick, which laid hm snrawling on the ground. 
His companion made off to a shurt distance, and ‘Thom s began be- 
labouring and kicking his pr strate foe, who screamed tustils for the 
assistance of his confederate, who it seems. plucked up courage and 
came to the rescue, ‘Thomas seeing tre odds would be against him, 
took to his heels, and reached Dalton in safety. Mr.’ Davidson, the 
active superi: tendent of police, has investigated the matter minute:y, 
is sausfi-d of the truth of Tiomas's statement, and is using every 
endeavour t> capture the villains, in whic) we trust he will succeed. 
It is conjectured this attempt at assassin ition was intended for some 
of the Dalton malumakers, three or four of wnom it was known were 
collecting their accounts, pr- paratory to paying ‘or bariey at Candle- 
mas, and who were expected to return home that day. 

Sutervat. — A curious circumstance in connection with cattle 
occurred a few days ago at Priors Lee Hail, near Shiffnal, the estate 
of Jonn Horton, Esq., where, on killing a young fat heifer. in the 
cavity of the stomach, forty four large pebbles were found, varying 
between the size of a wa nut and a small hen’s egg, and weighing 
altogether six pounds. How they got into the stomach is a mystery, 
Mr. Horton having kept the heifer ina stall a great portion of the 
six mon hs she was in his Possession, and when turned out it was in 
a piece of meadow land entirely free from stones of any kind. The 
pebbles resembied those found in brooks, and the o: ly so ution of 
t'e mystery is, that in drinking at a stream the pebbles were swal. 
loved with the water. The heifer was fat, and in excelient condi- 
tien, so 'hıt the indigestible materials of which the animal h d un- 
consciously partaken did not aff ct either its health or appeti'e. 

Srockron.—A melancholy case occu red at South Stock on on 
Tuesday. Jt app ars that sion after five oclock in the afiernoon, 
just as the cotron tactory had given over working, a number of boys 
and girls went to hivea slide ona pond formea by what is termed 
the “returned wa e+’ from the miil. Amongst them were thee 
girls, of the names of M ry Hutchinson, aged 14, l abella Donkin, 
13, and Lydia Moxon 13, who having ventured too far, the ice vave 
wa‘, and tòey were precipitated into the water. ‘There were several 
young people of both sexes near the place at the time, and a lad 
named Donkin threw off his jacket, and plunged into the water to 
endeavour to save his sister, but his efforts were unavailing. As 
more than half an hour elapsed before the bodies were recovered, life 
in each was of course extinct. 

Lancaster. — ‘The commission was opened at the castle on Mon- 
day eveniny, Mr. Baron Rolfe presiding at Nisi Prius, and Mr. 
Baron Alderson in the Crown Court. .Next morning the judicial 
business commenced, when, in the course of his remarks to the grand 
inquest, Mr Baron Alderson said — It is a uvreat pleasure to me to 
come again amo gst old friends ` Six-and thirty years ago l began 
the northern circuit at Lancaster, and here | am again. ‘In recalling 
this circumstance, ove thing strikes me forcibly, and that is, that 
although I do not see -o manv old faces as I could wish, there is, in 
the limited number of cases for trial, what I consider a very impor- 
tant and gratifying sign. Gentlemen, when I ‘came here thirty. six 
years ago, it was no uncommon thing for as many persons to be 
called on to suffer death at these assizes, as the present caiendar now 
contains. No one can rejoice at the change more than I do, for it 
relieves myself and learned brethren from a great and fearful re- 
sponsivility, since there is nothing so precious as human life. It 
may, nevertheless, be occasionally necessary, for the sa'ety of human 
life, to take away human life.” God grant, however, that in the 
course of time we may look for a more hopeful state of things. We 
are suffering the penalty of our predecessors — for the neglect, by 
them, of carrying out those plans of social amelioration which we are 
now adopting, I am also glad to see that we are all becoming alive 
to the distress that Taney exists throughout the kingdom, and to 
the necessity of providing for our poorer brethren, and L trust the 
good work will go on. Weare now endeavouring to solve the pro- 
blem which has occupied the world so long —to p.omote the accu- 
mulation of wealth, and at the same time to provide for its equi‘able 
distribution.

Cuesutre.—A Buscar SHot. — Information has been received 
at the police office, Macclesfield, of a desperate burglary, in which 
one of the thieves was killed. It to k place at Errwood House, 
near Buxton, the seat of Samuel Grimshaw, Esq. The family are 
absent at Southport, and the house left in charge of servants. On 
Wednesday night, it is said, a gang of burglars broke in and seriously 
ill-treated the servants; but whi st they were engaged in ransackin 
the house, the gamekeeper came up and fired amongst them, killing 
one of the party on the spot; the rest made their escape. 

Lewerster.—A riot occurred at Leicester, on Tuesday last, between 
the police and a large body of persons assembled to continue a rude 
Sport enjoyed on Shrove Tuesday in that town from time immemo. 
rial, lt has been the custom to hold what was denominated a 
“ Rotheram Fair,” on a large cpen piece of ground, cailed the New- 
ark, the spectators of which ordinarily amount to many thousands, 
An arena was formed, and men grotesquely attired, and called Whip. 
ping Toms, with long and feartul-looking whips, rA piad 
their dexterity in using the instrument upon those who had the fool- 
hardihood to contest with them, and he who exhibiied the greatest 
skill in escaping the lash with a shinney stick was rewarded by the 
applause of, and a collection among, the spectators, the Hoan eng 
shared among the whippers and the whipped. This exhibition | aving 
been latterly productive of much tumult and disorder, the magistrates 
of the borough resolved to suppress it; and for this purpose framed a 
bye-law, enacting it an offeuce, punishable by a fine of 5l. for any 
person to apprar with a whip, cudgel, or instruments of that nature, 
en Shrove Tuesday, at the place above mentioned, and several whip- 
pers were informed three weeks ago of the determination on the part 
of the authorities to carry out rigidly this provision. ‘his being 
Known to the inhabitants, curiosity was felt to see whether any oppo- 

sition on the part of the whippers would be offered, and on ‘Tuesday 
last several thousands assembled on the spot. The police mustered 
in considerab:e force, and were assaulted with sticks and pelted with 
brickbats. The riot was ended by the capture and conveyance to 
gaol of “two vans full of prisoners,” escorted by upwards of one 
hundred and fifty constables. 

Worcester. —The Rev, T. L. Wheeler summoned Thomas Nor- 
man, the keeper of the Broadwas Gate, for taking toll from him on 
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a Sunday, as he was proceeding to perform his dut- at Cotheridge, of 
whicn parish he is curate. ‘he magistrates permitted Mr. White, 
the lessee of the wates, to answer for Norman, he rea! defend int in 
this case. Mr. White said he shouid admr all the facts; the ques- 
tion was simply one of law. By the 32d section of the 126:h chapter 
of the 3d ot George IV ,a clergyman is declared to be exempt from 
the payment of any toll on any turnpike road when he was poing to 
perform parochial duty within his parish; the only question was whe- 
ther the words * within his parish ° applied to the clergyman’s duties, 
or to the turnpike roads. as Mr White contended that the clause onl 
exempted the complainant from payment of tell on any rord “ within 
his parish.” A large maj -rity of tne magi-trates declared in favour 
of the exemption, and fined the defendant in the nominal sum of 1s. 
and costs.

The Tnéatre Historique, which is generally called the Théatre 
Montpensier, was siggesied to Dumas by Hostein, the stige ma- 
nager of the’ Ambigu Comique, during the renearsals of “Les 
Mousquetaires.” Hostein hid certain notions of uis own regarding 
the manner in which a theatre shou d be managed, and he Was am- 
bitious of an opportunity of carrying them into effect. He tod Du. 
mas that he had capita ists at his back, an ‘architect prepared with a 


delightful plan and superb design, and he knew of a piece of ground 


thac would exactly answer the purpose, but he had not influence 


enough to obtain fiom government (which settles these ma ters in 


Paris) the privilege of opening a theatre. Alexandre Dumas, fired 
with the amoition of adding the prestige of theatiical management 
to his already acquired f.m-, and not a tiitle elated a: the prospect of 
being enabled to ensure the performance of his own pieces, made 
interest with the Duc de Montpensier, who, as the vain author of 
Monte Christo remarked in the late trial, had quelque bontés tor him. 
The Duke, wno follows in the footsteps of the late Duke of Orleans 
as a patron of the arts, immediate.y procured the requisite authoricy, 
and Hostein having found the capital the house was commenccd, and 
is now, or will be in a few days “a great fact.’ 

‘The Théatre Historique, which Dumas, in gratitude, named Le 
Théstre Montpensier (a title the King, itis said, did not approve), 
is situated in the Boutevard du Crime, as it is commonly called. 
l'he façade is narrow and lofty, a necessary arrangement to protect 
the building trom the insignificance to which it would otherwise 
have been reduced by the lofiiness and she magnitude of the houses 
in its immediate vicinity. ‘Lhe portico is wide enough to shelt:r a 
great number of people waiting tor the doors to open. Lt is sup- 
ported by two tail tigures of Tragedy and Comeay, the latter dit- 
fering from the general run of the statues of lhala in ner calm (but 
pleased) €xpression of countenance. Le is usual to make Comedy 
laugh wildly, and to throw her into a coquettish attitude, This 1s as 
Opposed to the general spirit of high comedy as it would have been 
awkward in the constuction of a support vo an archiirave. Above 
these figures is a balcony surmounted by an arch, which is support: d 
on either side by broad columns, on one of which is inscribed ihe 
names of Corneille, Racine, and Moliere; and on the other tnose of 
Shakspeare, Schiller, aud Lopez de Vega. Two figures, representing 
the Cid and Celimene, surmount the rizht hand column; Hawilet and 
Ophelia top the other, The effect altegetner, is very majestic and 
tasteful. Of the interior of the thea re our reeders will be enabled 
to judge by the representation of our artist. A correspondent in- 
forins us tnat the painting and gilding are exceedingly rich and beau- 
tiful, and there can be no doubt ti at when the theaire is lighted, the 
general effect wiil be superb.: Behind the scenes and in tne lobbies, 
the Théatre Historique has all the advantages and accommodation 
peculiar to French theatres.

Paratrt.—We read in the “ Moniteur: ’—“ The minister of marine 
has just received from the governor of the French possessions in 
Oceania, reports to Occober 5., and which are a continuation of ihat 
of June 4. previously received. Duriog that interval hosti ities had 
not been renewed. By means of works of defence executed at 
Tumavia, our troops being less occupied, held the insurgent Indians 
in check in the valleys, and prevented them from assuming the 
offensive. The communications vetween Papaiti and our difler. nt 
posts were fully assured. Our native allies had Made several incur- 
sions into the va leys, and brought back upwards of sixty prisoners, 
amongst whom were four chiefs, and particularly the principal chief, 
who had deserted from the protectorate. The greater number of 
these prisoners having made their submission, were set at liberty. 
The governor reckoned on the moral impression which was sure to 
be produced by the presence of the reinforcements demanded by 
him, being convinced that Tesistance would cease more promptly 
when its uselessness was demonstrated. He saw, also, in the äp- 
proaching arrival of troops, the great advantage of removing trom 
the minds of the chiefs who had remained taithtul to the protectorate 
ali cause of apprenension for the future. "= Galignani, 
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OPORTO. 

The city of Oporto forms a half circle resting on the base of the 
Douro. From the centre, long straight streets run, communicating 
with the several roads to Vallonga, Braga, Viana, and other towns, 
north, east, and west. Atthe head of each street nature has placed a 
strong foriification in the shape of rocky hills, so that a besieged 
force have only to plant cannon on these natural batteries, and to 
connect them with a wall of sufficient strength, protected by ditches 
and barricades. All this has been done by the junta in the present 
rebellion ; the batteries are well manned, the old wall repaired, and 
the bar: icades are made of much heavier materials than before. The 
intervals between the mounds alluded to consist of valleys and gar- 
dens, intersected by small stone'walls, or by broken rocky ground 
most difficult of access, but the open parts are crossed by the fire of 
ponesnng batteries, and well covered by walls, behind which stout 

earts may defy an enemy. The only faults to be found with the 
present system of defence are, that stockades, so useful in stopping 
an attack, are not erected on any part of the lines, and that the river 
is left open. Dom Pedro took care to establish stockades in con- 
nection with all the important points, and the Douro was efficiently 
rotected by a chain thrown across it half a mile above the town, and 
by several gunboats and batteries on land in connection with them. 
ith these exceptions Oporto is as strong, if not stronger, than be- 
fore, and if the men who man the walls have “pluck,” to use a John

Bull expression, no enemy with double Saldanha’s force will be able 
to penetrate, The outer circle comprises many miles, so that, unless 
with a tremendous force, no false attacks to divert the besieged from 
the real one can be made; while from the open places in the centre 
of the city, if the bulk of the Junta troops be held there in reserve 
during an attack, draughts can be made in ten minutes to any part 
of the lines requiring them. If Saldanha bring only 10,000 men be- 
fore Oporto —and friends say his force does not exceed that number 
— and there are 7000 men inside, he will attack the town in vain; 
unless treason or desertion work in his favour. Intrigues are busy. 
Treason does exist, and desertion is oing on, but if the besieged 
have only half the hearts of men Saldanha has no chance. Dom 
Miguel had 30,000 men before Oporto, and failed. If the same re- 
solution, or even a quarter of it, exists at present, what hope can the 
marshal, with one third of the force, entertain of success? The con- 
vent of the Sierra, on the left bankjof the Douro, so celebrated in the 
last civil war, has’ been put into a complete state of defence, and 
the Miguelite battery of the Gaya, on the same side of the river, has 
been fresh mounted, the battery being now faced outwards instead of 
on the city, as before. 

The threat of an immediate advance of Saldanha has however 
produced no slight agitation among the British merchants of Oporto, 
who have wives and children and large properties at stake, Several 
meetings took place between them and Mr. Johnstone, the British 
consul, and written communications passed between them. Des- 
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patches were likewise sent to the admiral at Lisbon (Sir William 
Parker), as well as to the gentleman representing our government 
at Lisbon in the absence at her Majesty’s minister; and the result 
has been that three large war steamers and a bri of war, viz. the 
Gladiator, Polyphemus, and 3loodhound, and Nautilus, have been 
sent into the Douro, and that the frigates America and Thetis have 
been ordered to cruise off the bar. But the agitation among the 
English is not wholly calmed, as Sir William Parker qua ifies this 
assistance by hinting that in case Marshal Saldanha should require 
the ships to be withdrawn from the river, under pretext of their im- 
peding his operations, he may be obliged to yield until he receives 
precise orders from home. cock 
It seems that the presence of our ships in the Douro annoys the 
Queen's Government, and that if a formal protest has not been made 
against it, the objection has been unofficially expressed. The Queen 
eople say that the Junta will be encouraged by the presence of these 
ships to hold out longer than it otherwise would ; and that, sure of a 
refuge on board them, it will stake the last throw on the civil war. 
They remember that the Echo steamer was stationed in the Douro in 
1832, for the service of Dom Pedro en cas de besoin, and they allege 
that our vessels are now here with a similar understanding for the 
Junta. Itis hoped that the next letters from the admiral will put 
these matters at rest, and that the British residents will be able 
clearly to understand how far they can rely on the inner squadron as 
a refuge for their families, should an active siege be commenced. 
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The accompanying views are intended to 
illustrate the country across the Isthmus of 

arien, connecting the communication from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean. 

Panama, the port on the Pacific side, is a 
place of considerable importance; not for 
any great trade it possesses of itself, for ex- 
ports and imports, but as the rendezvous and 
entrepot for vessels from all parts of the Pa- 
cific, which cali regularly there, employed in 
the coasting trade. 

It has been long in contemplation to form 
a ship canal across the isthmus to connect 
the two oceans; and repeated surveys have 
been made by the English, French, and 
Spanish governments, but the obstacles are 
insurmountable for such an undertaking, as 
the nature of the country in the second illus- 
tration will show, traversed as it is by the 
great range of the Andes, which intersect the 
vast continent of America; besides which, it 
has been ascertained beyond a doubt, that 
the Pacific is more elevated than the Atlantic 
Ocean, an obstacle in itself attended with 7 
great difficulty; and that design has been 4 A 
abandoned. 

‘The communication hitherto has been car- = à 
ried on across the isthmus from Chagres and 
Porto Bello to Panama by native Indian 
carriers on mules and horses, for the road the 
whole distance is the most abominable that 
can be well imagined, being scarcely any 
thing more than a goat track; and inthe 
rainy season, which sets in in July, and lasts 
until the end of September, it is nearly im- 
passable. The precipices, deep ravines, and 
swollen streams, from the mountain torrents, 
make the passage one of considerable danger, 
although in the fine season, witha good re- 
lay of horses, the distance may be accom- 
plished in less than twenty-four hours. 

When the present line of royal mail 
steamers to the West Indies was established, 
it was a matter of the first importance to 
have a regular and quick communication. 
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across the isthmus with Panama, to meet the line of steamers plying 
between that port and Lima and Valparaiso, and an engineer ot ex- 
perience was sent.out to ascertain whether a railroad was practicable; 
but that, as might have been anticipated, was almost impracticable, at 
all events, if ever accomplished, could never have paid the share- 
holders, although several embryo schemes have been in the market. 
What the mail company have determined on and are doing, is what 
alone could answer the purpose, viz, making a good carriage 
Macadamised road across from Chagres to Panama, which when 
finished will allow the journey to be made in nine or ten hours, and 
the greatest regularity will then be kept up with the Pacific line, and 
both merchandise and passengers passed across with dispatch. 

The Lake of N icaragua is another and favourite scheme of a 
South American. capitalist, to „connect the two seas; and certainly 
possesses some advantages, being a large inland sea, and having a 
river branching from it into the Carribean Sea, which might be made 
navigable: there being no port of importance cn the Pacific side is, 
however, a disadvantage ; and lying too much to the northward in 
Guatamala, the features of the scheme do not seem to place it in so 
disadvantageous a light as the route through Chagres and Porto 
Bello to Panama. ; 

If a canal for large vessels can be made across any part of this 
isthmus, not only the communication between Europe and the coun- 
tries of America bordering on the Pacific would be much facilitated, 
but vessels bound for China and the countries of eastern and southern 
Asia would prefer a voyage which, besides being much shorter than 
that round the Cape of Good Hope, would have the advantage of a 
continual fayourable wind—the trades. ‘The execution of such a 
canal has been frequently suggested. In 1827, Bolivar, then president 
of the republic aE oabi employed agents to survey the country, 
with the intention of improving the communication across me pr 
mus. At that early period of such endeavours, it was alleged 4 
few obstacles to such a work were offered by the surface 0 the goni 
which could not be readily overcome. The climate was consi ae 
to be most inimical, And it was asserted by those opposed d'ha 
measure, that the lives of many thousands of the labourers would be 
sacrificed ; and that, in fact, the mortality among the workmen would 
soon stop the progress of the work. This objection cannot, however, 
hold good beyond the precincts of the low Jands, between the foot of 
the Andes and the coast bounding the Guif of Mexico. As we 
ascend, the climate becomes more and more favourable, which is 
sufficiently proved by the difference in the native population and 
products of the two situations, the high lands abounding with in- 
habitants, and the soil is exceedingly favourable to agriculture. The 
weather is also regular, and free from that continuance of rain during 
some months in the year, which makes all the low country one im- 
passable morass, 

The recorded history of this locality dates fromth> fourth voyage 
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of Columbus, who being in search of a strait 
which would conduct him to the Indian 
Ocean, discovered the whole coast between 
Cape Gracias à Dios and the harbour of 
Puerto Velo. This was in 1502, or 1503. 
The insubordination of his crew prevented 
him from establishing here the first Eu- 
Topean settlement on the continent of Ame- 
rica. This was done in 1510 by Nunez de 
Balboa, who built the town of Santa Maria, 
on the Gulph of Darien; and in traversing 
the isthmus he discovered the Pacific Ocean, 
Experience soon demonstrated the superi- 
ority in climate and situation of the western 
coast; and a subsequent governor, Pedrarias 
Davila, removed the colony from Santa 
Maria to Panama. The settlements that 
subsequently were formed by the Spaniards 
on the isthmus were frequently taken and 

lundered by the buccaneers, especially by 

enry Morgan. 

In the beginning of the present century, 
the Spanish colonies on the Tierra Firma 
obtained their independence after a long and 
bloody struggle; aud the isthmus then 
formed first a department of the republic of 
Columbia, and afterwards of New Granada, 
under the name of Istmo. 

A great portion of the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma, perhaps one third. is still in the hands 
of the aborigines. Nearly the whole of the 
east coast of Mandingo Bay is inhabited by 
several small tribes under the collective ap- 

lation of San Blas Indians. The popu- 
ation of the European settlements consists 
chiefly of mulattoes and negroes, the number 
of whites being comparatively small, except 
in Panama, and in the larger towns. Ac. 
cording to the latest census, the department 
of Istmo contained a population of 101,550 
individuals, of whom 66,188 were resident in 
the province of Panama, und 35,367 in the 
province of Veraqua.

to their voluntary acceptance. With half savage people, power must 
ever take precedence of persuasion, and as it has bern the interest 
of the chiets hi herto to kee p their countrymen in subjection, by 
Cherishing habits of predatory warfare, it must be of the utmost im- 
portance to convince the Kaffirs that even in war we are their supe- 
riors. Mr. C lderwoud was engaged locating such of the K ffirs as 
had submitted, and appears to be proceeding in a business-iike man- 
ner. This genileman’s tunctions as a missionary have entirely ceased, 
and it is said the appomtne.t was offered to, and not solicited by 
him. Pioughiay and sowing had commenced on the frontier, but 
the men engaged therein were compeiled to carry arms. It was said 
that the chief’ Macomo had become insane, from intemperance. 

Since pubiishing the notice of Col. Somerset's successful patrole 
in October last, the forces in the field have been engaged in clearing 
the ceded territory, scouring the deep kloofs which intersect it, and 
sending out patroles to harass the enemy wherever an opportunity of 
duing so was offered.

THE WEEK. 


THE retrospect of the week includes some consideration of the 


constitution recently presented by the King of Prussia to his sub- 
jects. Historically and politically it will be found to have been 


treated upon sufficiently in another part of our paper, and here it 


is only necessary to allude to it in connection with a still more 
recent step of his Prussian Majesty, and which has greatly con- 
tributed to add to the obscurity of the motives that induced him 
to act as he had done in the late erisis of European affairs. To 
give his subjects a charter of representative liberty, but a few days 
after joining in an act of tyrannical Oppression against injured 
Poland, and following this up with a total departure from the 
Sclavonic compact, apparently so intimate, so as to join with 
England in protesting against the Spanish marriages, appears a 
policy so inconsistent and unaccountable, that it would be difficult 


to discover an historical parallel to assist us in determining to what 


consummation, circumstances are tending. We trust, indeed, 
that the explanation offered by some close observers of men and 
times will turn out to be the correct one, 
Prussia, placed in a false and dangerous position with respect to 
popular opinion in his own dominions and in Germany, by his 
untoward alliance with Austria and Russia in effecting the an- 
nexation of Cracow to the former power, has found it necessary 
to redeem his character and regain the confidence of his people 


as a popular monarch, to promulgate the charter and give in his 


adhesion to the English interpretation of the treaty of Utrecht. 


The discussion and defeat of Lord G. Bentinck’s measure for 


encouraging the formation of Irish railways is the next im- 
portant item of the news of the past week. That the Noble 
Lord would fail in his endeavour to pass the measure was early 


considered certain from the decisive and conclusive character of 


the opposition of the Ministers, who stamped the proposition at 
once as a party one, by proclaiming their intentions to resign 
office in case the Bill should pass. None of the numerous speeches 
uttered on the occasion are worthy of any reference or remark, 
except the very extraordinary one of Sir Robert Peel on Tuesday 
evening, and about which a Juror of admiration appears to have 
seized the writers “in the ordinary channels of public inform- 
ation.” We ourselves do not perceive the genius or patriotism so 
loudly claimed for this exposition of the late Premier's views of 
the present condition of Ireland, and the means of relief. It is 
all very well for Sir Robert to dilate upon the responsibilities 
attached to the Ministry at the present time, with provisions at 
an almost unprecedented price, with manufactures in a most de- 
pressed condition, with cotton nearly at its maximum cost, with 
the ports of Russia closed against the exportation of grain, with a 
singular rise of prices in the markets of the United States, with an 
addition of almost half a million to our military estimates, and 
wita the prospect of a continental war; it is all very well, we 
say, for Sir Robert to run over these serious items, and create a 
panic for the purpose of defeating an adversary’s proposition and 
to support his own erroneous views, 
witlings who have not the mental power to perceive that all these 
difficulties may be readily traced to his own unwise interference 
in the currency laws, and to that insane policy of hoarding the 
resources of the country in the depths of gold mines from which 
they have to be extracted, with all the misery, labour, and chica- 
nery of which the ore would tell, could it Speak, in its progress 
from its bed to the pockets of the selfish bullionists. 

It is clever, indeed, to create a panic to gain an end, especially 
when the result would otherwise have been, to upset the anti- 
human restriction upon the poor man’s labour involved in the 
present currency laws, and which would naturally have followed 
Lord G. Bentinck’s measure. It is evident that this was upper- 
most in the thoughts of Sir Robert Peel when he made his em. 
phatie declaration, “ Depend upon it—depend upon it, that a very 
considerable application of the public credit to the encouragement of 
commercial enterprise, at a time when other great exertions are neces- 
sary, entails great public expense, and engenders the necessity for in- 
creased taxation.” ‘This latter observation, too, it must be ob- 
served, in the face of the facts that the United States, by the force 
of circumstances, has been compelled to return to an issue of her 
treasury notes; that the Bank of France, within the last few days, 
has based its defence for a surreptitious adoption of the same 
course upon the exigencies of the times and the state of the coun- 
try ; and that our own experience in the time of war points to a 
similar remedy to relieve any pressure and distress cccasioned 
by a scarcity of money, and which is always imminent when 
capital is represented by a limited and expensive representative. 
Why, then, we ask, should the application of public credit to en- 
courage commercial enterprise entail great public expense, or 
necessitate increased taxation, when, by adopting a wise system of 
into gold, and the labour and resources of the country expanded 
by its assistance to the utmost limits of human prosperity.

The Pecksniff statesman of the day coldly rejects the supplicants 
with a fifty pound note and an hypocritical appeal to heaven that 
Providence, in his inscrutable decrees, has thus visited Ireland for 
purposes, good, no doubt, and to interfere with which would be 
presumption indeed, With Sir R. Peel, however, we have done. 
The reasons for making railways in Ireland we now record as 
evidence of the common sense and justice he contended against in 
his opposition to Lord G. Bentinck’s measure. The judgment of 
posterity will be against him ; and this satisfaction, poor as it may 
be, is increased by believing that his conduct will be a beacon 
warning, to direct future statesmen to avoid the rock upon which he 
has split, an obstinate adherence to a political principle, because

REASONS FOR MAKING RAILWAYS IN IRELAND, 


1. Because the formation of railways in Ireland would not only 
furnish «employment to large numbers of p-rsons, which wuld re- 
lieve the pres) n distress, but would furnish also permanent em- 
ployment in the maintenance and working of the railways when 
comple ed. 

2. tSecause railways in Ireland are desirable for the general con- 
venience and advantage of the whole community of the United 
Kingdom, 

3. Because railways, when formed, would be pr--perty of a profit. 
able na ure, created by latour otherwise unemp oyed, 

4. Because they can be construct.d, and the people thus fed, not 
only without even the temporary abstraction of a single farthing from 
the public Treasury, or from the miluons which a'e annually addea 
to the wealth ef this country, but may be made conducive to the in- 
crease of both. ; 

5. Because the money for making the railways might be easily 
provided by the means of Exchequer noies of 14. each, bearing no 
interest, and receivable in taxes and other government Payments. 
without cost to the Exchequer, and without disurdering the nacional 
tinances, 

6. B. cause, on the contrary, the circulation of such Exchequer 
notes, by providing the wages of labour, would increase the consump. 
tion of exviseable articles, and thereby improve the national revenuc, 

7. Because the necessity woud thus be obviated of borrowing 
money in the market at interest, and thus (at 3} per cent.) an annual 
burthen of 560,000/, would be saved to the country. 

8. Because the only unobjectionabie way of distributing food to 
the able-bodied, being in return for labour (and not by way of cha- 
rity), and money being admitted on all bands to be the only medium 
through whch labour can be efficiently employ 4, and wages paid, 
there now exists an imperious nece.sicy for an additional quantity of 
such medium. 

9. Because this additional quantity of circulating medium, being 
requ'red to supply a deficiency that exists, the issue thereof can have 
no injurious effect upon the existing currency — a danger only ap- 
prehen: ed, even by the most cautious, when there is a supposed issue 
in excess. 

10. Bec.use, as the Exchequer notes proposed would be the in- 
strument of payirg the wages of labour, and would Supply the 
absence of the usual means of payment in practice in Ireland, by 
barter of po atoes and other fuod, recently destroyed to an extent far 
exceeding 15,000,000/., thev would, in an especial manner, benetit 
the labouring classes in Ireland, whose distresses, in the present ex- 
traordinary exigence, ihey are intended to reheve. 

11. Bee use the mouey so provided would not withdraw the means 
of prosecuting other usetul occu, ations, but would, on the contrary, 
and especia ly at the present time, tend to stimulate and assist the 
general industry of the country,

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HIS GRACE THE DUKE OF NORTHUMBERLAND 


THE DUKE OF NORTHUMBERLAND. 
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His Grace the Duke of Nor'hu nberland expired on Thursday the 11th inst., at his seat, Alnwick | 


Castle, Northumberland, Tne decease i n bleman was the son of the second duke by his second wife, 
His grace was born on the 20th of Ap il, 1785, and ma-ried in 1817 the Ladv Charlotte Florentia 
Clive, second daughter «f the first Earl of Powis, the only i-sue of the union being a still-born child, 
in 1818. The deceased succeeded his father as the third duke in July, 1817. For the last few years his 
grace has interfered bu little with public affairs, though during his lifetime he filled many very im- 
portant offices. In 1825 he was appointed Ambassador Extraordin ‘ry to France, on he occason of the 
coronation of Charles X., at Rheims. This position the noble duke maintained with a truly princely 
magnificence. ‘I'he robes and jewellery which he wore alone cost upwirds of 5000 guineas, and, 
with acharacteris‘ic munificence. having insisted on defraying | is own e pe ises, he was, on his return, 
presented by the government with a sword, valued at 1000 guineas. l'he next great appointment heid 
by his grace was that of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, under the Wellington Administration, in 1828 to 
1830. During his residence in the sister country he rendered himself exceedingly popular amon; all 
parties, owing to his mild and ingratiatory policy, as well as to his princely expenditure, In 1840 the 
noble duke was elected Chancellor of the University of Cambridge, vacant by the demise of his Royal 
Highness the Duke of Gloucester, his installation taking place in the summer of that year, with great 
pee His g ace, it is weil known, has long been a martyr to the gout, as well as a distressing 
hereditary maiady His sufferings, often the most acute, were always borne with 4 degree of patience 
and sunmission which won for him the affection of all those with whom he came in contact. is death 
was at the last unexpected; he had been suffering from an attack of influenza during the last few diys, 
but the fatal termination was not at all anticipated. The common ancestor of the family of Percy was 
a Dani-h nobleman, but the deceas:d was not a descendant in the direct line. Joceline Percy, the 
eleventh Earl of No thumberland, died without male issue in 1670. His daughter and sole heiress (who 
succerded to the baronial honours only) married the sixth Duke of Sonerset, and their sun, the seventn 
holder of the same title, having been summoned to Parliament as Baron Perey, was created Earl of 
Northumberland, with remainder (having no male issue) to his son Sir Hush Smithson, Bart. The 
latter succeeded to the earidom in 1750 on the death of his father-in-law, and having assumed ‘he name 
of Percy, was created Duke of Northumberland. The late peer was Sir Hugh's grandson, and thus 
was descended maternally from the ancient house of Perey.

Sır Rosrrt Pert.—The principal staircase of Sir Robert Peel’s 
house, in Woitehall Gardens, has been decorated by Messrs. Coll- 
man and Davis in encaustic colours. This staircase is very simply 
arranged, the walls of the ground-floor being mainly taken up by a 
simple flizht of steps tothe principal floor, bearing four lofty panelled 
wails above; the whoie of the ceiling is divided into numerous com- 
partments, fi led in with ground gass, and forms one sky:ight. In 
the centre of the four principal panels are introduced as chief sub- 
jects, the four seasons, represeuted in figures of considerable size, 
painted in relief on dark grounds.

Soviery or Auts.—At a meting of the society on Wednesday 
evening, Thomas Webster, Esq., M A., in the chair, a commuica- 
tion illustr-ted by numerous specimens, was made by M. Claudet 
on the art of photography. Subsequ: ntiy, the first portion of an 
interesting paper was read by Wr. Jordan on the art of mechanical 
carving. Inillustra ion of the subject, many specimens of surprising 
beauty in de ign and skill in workmanship were exhibited to the 
mevtiny. Mr. Jordan proceeded to describe the s ruciure as well as 
the working of she machine; ant from whit we couid colect, both 
seem to be of a much more simple character than the elaborate 
tracery of the curving would lead one to sus,ect The proc ss of 
executing a screen, exhibited amongst other specimens, which dis- 
played a co nplex design in its five aud per‘orated tracery, wa~ com- 
picted in the rough, we were surprised to hear, in the short space of 
four days, under manual tabour the same could not have been 
achieved under twelve mon`hs at the least. This saving in time ne 
© ssarily produces a corresponding saving in money ; and if architects 
have hth ro been unabie 10 make any use of oak carvings fr the 
interior embellishments of eccl. siastical and other public bui dings, 
this newly invented machine will now place such means of decora- 
tion tully within their resch, The d' sign, as above stated, comes 
from the machine with a rough surface and ther fore requires the 
finishing polish of the skilful workman bef. re it can be applied to its 
in ended use. It then exhibits such wonderful delicacy, as to sur- 
pass the tinest examples of oak carving we have ever seen. Among 
the desi :ns particularly worthy of notice were a beautiful p-rdant 
raceme of the hop, wi hits leaves flowers, and tendrils worked out 
with singular fidesity. An elaborately carved double lectern was also 
a remarkable example of Gothic carving, and quite unexceptionable. 
Numercus other onjec s were exposed for view, showing the ready 
applica ion of the machiue to all the various purposes of figure and 


other carving.

Court or Comwon Preat.—Foster v. Inetann.—This was an 
action brought by the plaintiff, a survey or residing at Willow Walk, 
Islington, 10 recover the sum of 101/, 10s. from the defendant, who 
is the oroprietor of the Queen Elizabeth Tavern, Walworsh, and of 
the Falcon, Fetter Lane, being the amount of fes charged upon 
the building of the former house and two cottages adjoinivg. The 
de‘endant pleaded a set off in goods and money pid, to the amount 
of G8f 2s 6d . paid 15.. into court, and pleaded never indebted as to 
the remainder of the claim. ‘Ihe cause occupied the court more 
than eight bours, bnt the tacts are briefly these :—The plaintiff was 
employed by Mr, Ireland to make specitcations for the building of 
the premises in question. The origival estimate was for 10502, with 
aright on the part of the defendant to reduce the sum a: discretion, 
The amount actually expended was 817/., but it was afterwards 
agreed that the plaintiff should furnish plans for two co'tages, wnich 
were not to exceed 200/ each. ‘Ihe specifications sent in woud 
have involved an outlay of 700/. for the two bui dings, and the de- 
fendant in consequence declined to avail himse f of the plaintiff s 
services, and engaged another surveyor, who executed the work for 
the prescribed sum, An arbitration had taken place between the 
defendant and the builder, for attending which ten guineas were 
cnarged ard allowed. The plaintiff now claimed five per cent. on 
the whole amount of the original estimate for the building of the 
Queen Elizabeth, and two and a half per cent. upon the 183/. te- 
duced, making seven and a haf per cent, for that portion of the 
work wh ch was not executed at all, He also claimed two and a 
haif per cent upon 5952. the lowest tender sent in for building the 
cot ages according to his sp cifications, and c arged for attendances, 
and other items of a like description. 

Several witnesses were calied on both sides, most of whom con 
sider d that the claim of the plaintiff was not justified by the custoin 
of the .-rofession. 

‘The jury, without hesitation, returned a verdict for the defendant. 

Secoypanies Court, — Der Fries v. H aais.—' he plaintit® in 
this case brought his action to recover the price of 24 doz of orna- 
mentat vil-lamp buckets, to which the defendant denied his liability. 
‘The case on th part of the plamtiff went to show tha a ge: teman 
who repres: nted himself as Mr. Haggis, hadin the latter part of the 
y<ar 1843 ord red the lamps at the plaintiff’s premises in Ho snds- 
ditch, a d directed them to be sent ts Shorier’s Wa gon-office, in 
Bishopsgate Street, addressed to Mr. Haguis, of Cambridge.

BURIAL-PLACE OF ROBIN HOOD. 


Fountains Abbev, in Yorkshire, is the traditional burial-place of a 
very noted freebooter, whom legendary history calls Robin Hood, 
but learned commentators affirm to have been a nobleman, an Earl 
of Huntingdon, outlawed in the time of Richard Il. Like every 
other such poplar hero of remote times, however, Robin Hood's 
burial-place is claimed by different localities; and even the scene of 
his exploits during life partake of the same indefinite uncertainty. 
For ourselves, we believe this noted personage was the frequent re- 
presentative in different eras of certain radical reformers, who se-

parated themselves from the government policy of the times, to head 
popular commotions in a sate and convenient disguise. The same 
instinct, or rather the same sense of cautiousness, in our times, in- 
vests, according to situation, the more violent leaders of the people 
with distinctive, and not very unfrequently very descriptive, names, 
under which their outrages ayainst orderor property are generally 
carried on, ‘Thus Captain Rock in Ireland, Rebecca in Wales, or 
Swing in England, no doubt ‘have taken the place of the Robin 
Hoods and Maid Marians of Saxon resistance against Norman mis- 
rule. ‘The death of Robin Hood under such circumstances would 
vary according to necessities or times. A report. of that kind 
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would always diminish pursuit, and no doubt the ruse would fre- 
quently be resorted to; and hence would naturally arise the various 
legends and claims respecting the actual resting. place of the remains 
of Robin Hood. Some proof of this having been actually the case, 
is very presumptive from the relation respecting Robin Hood con- 
tained in the Harleian MS., which, after mentioning the proclama- 
tion“ sett furth to have him apprehended,” adds, * at which time it 
happened he fell sick at a nunnery in Yorkshire called Birkleys 
(Kirkleys), and desiring there to be let blood, hee was betrayea and 
made to bleed to death.”

ng is not familiar with the exciting melodramatic romances of Eugene 
Sue. The present under notice is one of an unusual raw head and flash of lightning charac'er. 
The “Commander of Malta,” however, is peculiar from the scenes and actors being principally 
nautical, more so than is usual in the gifted Frenchman’s works. Part of the 16th chapter will 
verhaps give a better idea of the composition than the short summary we could afford to make. 
Ve have selected it because it combines descriptive and narrative instances or specimens of style. 
We think the “ Commander of Malta” will be well received, especially for its numerous excellent 
illustrations, which have been designed and drawn by a rising young artist, F. Shepperd.

Nothing could be more sombre and dismal than the appearance of this galley, which was painted in the style of a 
cenotaph or pee a Its length was a hundred and seventy feet, its breadth eighteens its long martaw hull, 
scarcely rising above the surface of the sea, resembled a huge black serpent asleep amidst the waves.

were beautifully discriminated. In the second act. Julia has become 
intoxicated with London life. Her d-scription of its brilliant plea- 
sures —of her conrempla‘ed gaiety and extravagance when she shall 
become Lady Clifford -was splendid; and her acting rose in force 
and beauty when she discovered Clifford in the scene, a listener to the 
utterance of her newiy conceived s1ews of married and fashionable 
life. Inthe third act the serious interest of the plot commences, 
Here the Hunchback, for the carrying out of his own plans, taunts

— On Wednesday afternoon the 
eighth annual meeting of the members of this institution, established

The report having been adopted, the secretary stated that the com- 
mittee, at their last meeting, had received such a flattering statement 
of the finances of the institution, that they had recommended the 
al owance ‘to annuitants to be increased Śl. per annum, viz. from 
254, to 30l. a year. ‘The chairman then announced that Mr 
Macready had kindly consented to take the chair at the ensuing 
anniversary festival of the fund at the London Tavern, The secretary 
also read a letter from Mr. Charles Dickens, dated fiom Paris, and 
announcing the intention of the writer to be at the annual dinner of 
the society, which will take place next month.
